An Open Letter to Mr. Belmont. 

(Lexington Leader.) 
Hon . Perry Belmont : 

Dear Sir.— The following words I 
find in your recent correspondence 
with V. J. Bryan : 

"In March, 1896, 1 protested against 
legislation destroying the existing 
parity between gold dollar* and 
Ter dollars, and against any legal 
tender law discharging with a 60-cont 
dollar a valid promise to pay * 100- 
cent gold dollar. • * Later 
tested before the Democratic Club 
against the creation of jany m 
ferior dollars in order to repudiate 
any part of the public debt." 

Nothing better illustrates the men 
tal confusion characteristic of the ad' 
vacates of the gold standard than the 
palpable contradiction in this state- 
ment—a contradiction which often 
occurs in their expres«ions. If there 
is an "existing parity betweeu gold 
dollais and silver dollars," please ex- 
plain how there can now «xut any 
«iuferior dollars" of either metal 
"protested agtinst the creation of any- 
more inferior dollars," alludinj 
ditional coinage of silver, thereby 
clearly implying that you regard 
existing silver dollars ^as ''inferior 
dollars. " If they are reallyisuch,what 
becomes of your alleged "existing 
parity between gold dollars and silver 
dollars ?" You thus admit that under 
your precious gold standard the '-par- 
ity" which you want does not exist 
and that the disparity which you 
abominate dooa exist. Is 
strange tbat you did not see your 
gross inconsistency? But this 
suits in your case, as that in o 
gold mouometallists, from your I 
position and false teaching on 
money question. The truth la there 
are uo "interior dollars" in the stand- 
ard money of the United States aud 
our silver dollars staud on their mer- 
its as legal tender just as do our gold 
dollars, aud if they were multiplied 
indefinitely under restored bimetal- 
lism they would still maintain their 
unimpaired money value. Not only 
so, but the "50-cout" metal iu the one 
hundred-cent silver dollar would at 
once, or very soon, be transformed in- 
to hundred-cent metal, from which 
degree of bullion value it has been 
lowered by unjust legislative dis- 
crimination against silver. The only 
reason in the world why wo have 100- 
cent gold bullion In the 100-cent gold 
•dollar and why we kavo llfty-cent 
silver bullion in the 1 cad 
ver dollar is that gold J M free 
to the mints and silv>r his not. 
Opeu the mints to silver and close 
them to gold and you would reverse 
the status of each. Had you a thou- 
sand bushels of wheat agaiust which 
the mills were closed you would take 
50 cents or less for it per bushe' 
while the price of Hour might be at 
91 or $2 per bushel, But let the 
mills be opened freely and you would 
take uo leas for your grain than the 
price of flour, as you could freely con- 
vert your wheat into flour. In pre- 
cisely the same way unrestricted 
coinage will equalize the bullion value 
of allver with its coinage value. We 
have no "50-cent ailver dollar, 
-50-cent bullion iu the silver dollar by 
which the money value of the dollar 
a uuaflected.

t" value is sheer nonBenso . And 
ndeod, our silver dollars are only 
"fifty-cent dollars" and thus "inferior' 
to our gpld dollars, why do you and 
and all others receive them and pass 
them as "complete dollars?" If they 
are not "honest dollars" why is every 
one dishonest enough to use them at 
all? You are not ignorant enough 
to reply, as some do, that they thus 
pass in trade because they are backed 
by gold dollars . You well know, 
if you do not, ex-Secretary Carlisle 
will inform you that "gold coiua and 
standard silver coins, being standard 
coins of lhe United States, are not re- 
deemable."

more redeem silver dollars by gold 
dollars than you can redeem gold dob 
lars by silver dollars. And it is i 
slander upon t ho sovereign power ol 
our country to represent any of her 
"standard coins" as "inferior dollars" 
of only "fifty-cent" value. YoHr no- 
tion, therefore, that bimetallists seek 
"the creation of inferior dollars 
der to repudiate any part ot the pub- 
lic debt" is ridiculously absurd.

It is an undeniable fact that we 
cannot know anything whatever ex- 
cept as contrasted with something 
else, says John Fi&ke, in Atlantic. 
The contrast may be bold and sharp, 
or it may dwindle into a slight dis- 
crimination, but it must be there. If 
the figures on your canvas are indis- 
tinguishable from the background, 
there is surely no picture to be seen. 
Some element of unlikeness, some 
germ of antagonism, some chance for 
discrimination, is essential to every 
act of knowing. It is not a superficial 
but a fundamental truth that if there 
were no color but red it would be ex- 
actly the same thing as if there were 
no color at all. In a worl d of unquali- 
fied redness, our state of mind with re- 
gard to color would be precisely like 
our state of mind in the present world 
with regard to the pressure of the at-

•ne place. We are always bearing up 
against the burden of this deep aerial 
ocean, nearly 15 pounds upon every 
square inch of our bodies; but until 
we can get a chance to discriminate, 
as by climbing a mountain, we are 
quite unconscious of this heavy pres- 
sure. In the same way, if we knew 
butonecolor we should know no color. 
If our ears were to be filled with one 
monotonous roar of Niagara, by un- 
broken alien sounds, the effect upon 
consciousness would be absolute si- 
lence. If our palates had never come 
in contact with any distasteful thing 
save sugar, we should know no more 
of sweetness than of bitterness. If we 
had never felt physical pain, we could 
not recognize physical pleasure. For 
want of the contrasted background its 
pleasureableness would be nonexist- 
ent. And in just the same way it fol- 
lowsthat without knowing that which 
is morally evil we could not possibly 
recognize that which is morally good. 
Of these antagonist correlatives the 
one is unthinkable in the absence of 
the other. In a sinless and painless 
world human conduct might possess 
more outward marks of perfection 
than any saint ever dreamed of, but 
the moral element would be lacking;

For several years past the botani- 
cal department of the Michigan Ag- 
ricultural College has maintained a 
"weed garden," and has grown a 
hundred or more species of the most 
troublesome weeds In plots. Some 
curious results from tho experiments 
are recorded by Prof. W. J. Beal in a 
paper road at the meeting, 1897, of 
the 8ociety for the Promotion of Ag- 
ricultural Science. The most vigor- 
ous and aggressive weeds seem 
take on under cultivation the weak- 
ness and capriclousnesa of delicate 
cultivated plants. "It is very instruc- 
tive," Professor Beal says, "to note 
how much better many of these plants 
thrive when they get away from the 
spot where they have been confiued 
for from two to seveial years 
lings of Jamestown weed are larger 
in the plantain bed than in their own. 
After three years the plantain nearly 
ran out and Amaranthua albus 
tlrely disappeared . One species of 
pigweed grew finely for two years, 
but afterwards make a small display ; 
and another variety did not seem 
very persistent for a plant that rank- 
ed among tho weeds, but shied off 
from its home ground 'as if searching 
for fresh fields.' Barnyard grass 
(Panicum crusgall) behaved like pig- 
weed, and 'needed considerable atten- 
tion.' The little round-leaved mallow, 
which roots deeply about rubbish 
piles in mellow soil, was grown of re- 
spectable proportions in the garden 
with considerable difficulty, and with 
no more ease in the bottom lands of 
other parts of the botanic garden. 
Considerable pains is required every 
year to keep on hand even fairly well- 
grown specimens of mulleiu. Knot 
grass, which thrives with abuse and 
seems to enjoy trampling by feet, was 
grown with difficulty in the plots. 
'Insects prey upon it; rust causes it to 
dwindle and disappear., 'Mother- 
wart grows rank four feet high near 
the barnyard fence, and the flowers 
are covered with bees, but when kept 
several years in the same bed it goes 
off into sulks as though neglected.' 
Shepherd's purse is often disturbed 
ed by a parasitic fungus, and it is so 
difficult to grow nice plants along in 
the same place. Cocklebur, if found 
long in the same spot ; is troubled 
sadly with a mildew, and more re- 
cently also with a
